LIQ U ID AIK. 


The New York Commercial Ad­ 
vertiser predicts that liquid air 
will, when entirely perfected, pro­ 
vide all the power that is needed in 
the world at practically no expense. 
It will run a machine which will 
make more than twice as much as 
is required for its own use. 
At 
first kight this is perpetual motion, 
hut of course, this is only apparent. 
H itherto most of the power of the 
world has been supplied by steam. 
That is, by turning water into a 
gaseous form, the expansive power 
developed during the change has 
been utilized for the world’s work. 
The natural form of water is liquid, 
under ordinary 
conditions. 
It 
takes a good deal of heat to change 
it to gas. 
The ordinary form of 
air is gas. 
A way has been found 
at little expense of changing it to 
liquid when it im m ediate^ begins 
of itself to change baek again. The 
expansive force developed during 
this change is one hundred times 
greater than that of steam, and is 
developed by the o r d i n a l heat of 
the atmosphere, not by artificial 
heat. 
The trouble thus far has 
been to harness this force in a way 
that 
would not tempt the liquid 
air to blow everything to flinders. 
M an’s recent experiments in a 
num ber of directions have develop­ 
ed forces that he hardly knew how 
to handle with safety, and none of 
them is more potent than this 
liquid air.

L ittle Rock, May 4.--Governor .Tone* 
has been informed of a movement to 
bring into the coal m ining district an 
arm ed body of men to take the places of 
the strikers. 
He has given instructions 
to the state authorities to summon every 
ablebodied man in Sebastian county, if 
necessary to enforce the injunction of 
Judge Rowe. 
All such arm ed men are 
to be met at the state line and placed 
under arrest, as are also those who sup­ 
ply the arms. 
Mine operators w ill also 
be arrested by the state authorities 
when they attem pt to bring in armed 
laborers under the protection of deputy 
marshals. 
The injunctions issued by the state 
and Federal courts are in direct conflict, 
and the governor regards the situation 
as critical. 
He is determ ined th a t the 
w rit of the state court shall be carried 
out, and if necessary will go to the min­ 
ing district in person and direct the car­ 
rying out of the orders of tho court, 
which he believes to be the only way by 
which bloodshed can be avoided. 
The 
strikers are arm ed and a sanguinary 
conflict is inevitable if nonunion men 
are imported.
